An Imperial Funeral Under Cover 


of Darkness. 


FRANCE HONORS THE LATE DOM PEDRO. 


An Incident That Touched All Hearts 


and Endeared the Dead Ex-Emperor 


to the French People—The 


Funeral Ceremonies. 


Dec. 
9.—For the first time 


since the body of the great Napoleon 
was received from St. Helena, Paris 
yesterday witnessed 
an imperial fu- 


neral, very different^ however, from 
the historic display that 
attracted 


1,000,000 witnesses and was attended 
by 150,000 soldiers. The funeral of the 
deposed emperor of IBraxil took place 
under cover of darkness. 
There was 


no grand parade of soldiery, and the 
enormous crowd that witnessed the 
solemn and simply procession seemed 
impressed by the lesson of tho scene. 


Tlie fact that tho ex-emperor had 


carried with him in his exile n quantity 
of the soil ot hib beloved Brazil became 
known to tlie public yesterday, and 
deeply touched all hearts, for none are 
cuicker than Frenchmen to appreciate 


of country. Dom Pedro had carried 


this Brazilian earth from place, where- 
over he journeyed in his exile 
It was 


dug hastily in the garden of his sum- 
mer palace at PetropolLs, when he 
bowed to the decree of "banishment 
from 1 Jnuil, and ho carried it with him 
on the Alagoas to Lisbon. This soil 
was put in his coffin, so that his head 
and body rested upon H. 


During1 ,>o.sterday afternoon, from 2 


to 5 o'clock, the public was admitted to 
view the body lyinp ia state at the Ho- 
tel Bedford. 
Lalo in tlio evening the 


mourners Anthered to follow the cor- 
tege to the Church of the Madeline. 
Among them was the Dufce of Chartres, 
and tile Prince of Joinvillo, the Count 
and Countess D'Ku, Prince Ernst of 
Boxc-Coburg, and his son Prince Louis, 
nml grandsons Pedro Augustus and 
Louis, grandchildren of Dom Pedro. 
The Portuguese minister \\as also pres- 
ent, and 800 Brazilian residents of Paris 
assembled to pay respect to their for- 
mer monarch. The coflin was covered 
with Brazilian Hags, and conveyed 
ou a bier covered with black vel- 
vet, 
studded with silver stare. There 


was no ostentation in the display. 
Everything1 was as simple as Dom Pe- 
dro himsolf might have desired. 


The princes and their families rodo 


in carriages. Then followed the Bra- 
zilians on foot. 


The popularity of Dom Pedro was at- 


tested- by the respectful silence'of the 
Parisian crowd. Not a jeer was heard, 
and the police had but little to do in 
preserving order. 


Tlic remains wore received at the 


entrance of the ch urch of the Made- 
leine by Abbe Le reborns. 
The in- 


terioz1 of the church wus draped in 
black and the Brazilian colors aiouud 
the catafalque upon which Dom Pcdto 
was Jaid to rest during tho services. 
The church was thronged. Abbe Leie- 
bours officiated at the solemn services, 
and among- those present were many of 
the notable residents of Paris. The 
remains will bo conveyed from the 
Madeleine church into the royal Brag- 
anza vault at Lisbon, and the Princess 
Isabella and her husband the Count 
D'Eu, will accompany them. The pope 
telegraphed his condolence to the 
princess and her hufabaud during the 
day.

Sufrjrestiona and Recommendations 


~ay the State Board. 


Reports to the state board of health 


show that although there was B markec 
decrease in the prevalence of typhoid 
fever at the close as compared with the 
beginning of November the disease still 
prevails m many localities of the state. 
The cause of this nnsnol prevalence ol 
typhoid is to be found in the long-con- 
tinued, drouth and consequent scanty and 
impure water supply. Recent rains have 
modified this to some extent, bat there is 
still occasion for the exercise of caution 
m the use of water not positively known 
to be pare, Ic is recommended that in 
all such oases the water be boiled before 
being nsed for driukmg purposes, 
In 


this connection the board again calls at- 
tention to its oft-repeated 
injunction 


oancerning the dieinfeotiou of the dejecta 
of typhoid fever patients. A small quan- 
tity of the infectious matter of these 
dajeots is sufficient to poison not only 
tflo contents of a wnll or cistern, but 8 
running stream. This water may as has 
frequently been proved, be used for dairy 
purposes, and so introduce'the infection 
nto families supplied with milk from 
such dairy. If these discharges were 
promptly destroyed by fire or .thoroughly 
disinfected in every case, typhoid fever 
would soon become one of the rarest of 
diseases. The responsibility for destruc- 
tion or disinfection rests with the attend- 
ng pbyeioian, and the board is willing to 
aid all pbyeicmns in such work by fur- 
nishing printed copies of instructions 
concerning the restriction and preven- 
ton of the disease, the aggregate siok- 
less and deaths from which in 
the 


northern states are far greater than those 
caused by yellow fever in the south.
